To 
draw up and pass a complete new 
law covering such a complicated 
subject would be a job big enough 
to occupy most of the time of Con- 
gress from now until then. ; 

Other “must” legislation in- 
cludes an additional appropriation 
for the Home Owners Loan Corpo- 
ration, to enable HOLC to carry 
on; re-enactment of the special 
tax bills passed by the 73rd Con- 
gress, and the regular depart- 
mental appropriation bills.

SALES PROVE PROFITABLE

office of County Farm Agént Hugh 

D. Sexton, Coffee County has just 

concluded a series of the most 

profitable cooperative sales in a 

number of years. 

During the 11 hog sales of the 
season, held alternately in Enter- 
prise and Elba, the hog growers of 
the county sold 2,478 head of hogs 
with a total weight of 453,473 
pounds, As a result, the farmers 
of this section are $27,734.81 bet- 
ter off than before the sales be- 
gan, 

The prices paid for tops during 
the season ranged from 5,95 to 
7.45. The peak of prices during 
1934 was 4.75. 

In addition to the hog sales, 
work has been going steadily for- 
ward in the signing of the pro- 
duction control contracts.

|We must not allow our hogs and 
| cows to get poor during the Spring 
}and Summer months. When we 
| first shut our hogs up they general 
lly lose weight and will get very 
|thin in a few weeks if we do not 
| watch them. Now is the time to 
give your hogs a lift. A small 
|amount of velvet beans to the hog 
will do the trick, provided you 
keep them healthy. We should 
grease our hogs every two weeks 
and should physic them about 
once each month, At the present 
time we are feeding our hogs on 
velvet beans, sweet potatoes and 
corn. We have a large oat and 
rye patch for them to graze on 
and just a little dry feed is all 
they need, Most of our hogs are 
fat enough at the present time to 
be killed for meat. We have three 
more hogs to kill if we want to 
kill them, They are fat and we 
will probably butcher two of them 
if the weather is good. They are 
small but they are large enough 
to kill and we always like a little 
fresh pork about Haster each year, 
How are you fixed on hogs this 
Spring? Do you have a_ nice 
shoat to kill in case you need it? 
Do you have a nice shoat to use 
for a barbecue if you should want 
it? I hope you have plenty of 
cured meat and the shoats ‘also, 
as your family is entitled to just 
as much as mine.

en carries a worm which will de- 
stroy your little turkeys, There 
is no harm in allowing them to 
run together, except that the 
chicken will carry this worm and 
your turkeys will get the worms 
and die, I suggest that you put 
your turkeys in the garden, Build 
a large coop and shut the hen up 
and keep her shut up for a long 
time. Be sure to make a good 
roof over your pen so the hen and 
little ones can stay dry during the 
very hardest rain, It will not do 
to let your young birds get wet. 
Feed your little turkeys on boiled 
eggs and keep it up so long as 


you can spare the eggs. There 
is no better feed for them than 
eggs. We have all heard it said 


that pepper was good for turkeys 
and it is good but there is some- 
thing else which is better. Com- 
mon epsom salts is much better 
than pepper and you should give 
a good dose of it every week for 
the first four weeks and then a 
dose every other week for the next 
four weeks. The salts can be giv- 
en in any kind of soft feed and 
it is a very mild laxative for the 
young birds. A dry place away 
from chickens, some yvood feed as 
above suggested, pure drinking 
water and a little attention will 
enable you to raise your turkeys 
very successfully. Skimmed milk, 
cracked peanuts, corn meal, boil- 
ed eggs, cooked potatoes and small 
seeds are all good for your small 
birds and you do not have to buy 
any of it. How many turkeys do 
you have? What excuse can you 
offer for not having as many tur- 
keys as your neighbor has? Why 
should my family have three or 
four nice baked turkeys each year 
while yours has none?

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Earthquake In Japan Kills’ 
2,700; Fire In Debris Adds

TIAHOKU, Formosa, April 22, 
Fires broke oul today in the ruins 
norvlhwestern Formosa 
communities where violent earth- 
quakes Sunday killed at least 2,- 
793 persous and injured about 12,- 
000 others

Streams of injured continued to 
struggle into the emergency hos- 
pital centers, while army carrier 
pigeoens brought reports hourly of 
further devastation in remote sec- 
tions. 

Two terrific earth shoeks shook 
{he populous séctions of this Jap- 
anese island possession at dawn 
Sunday, sending hundreds of flim- 
sy dwellings crumbling about their 
sleeping inhabitants, In many vil- 
lages not a building was left stand- 
ing Entire families lost their 
lives. 

Hundreds of persons, trapped in 
debris, cried for help, Frantic re- 
lief workers, their efforts handi- 
capped by insufficient equipment, 
were able to reach on a small 
percentage of the injured, 

An army battalian stationed at 
Taichu in the center of the ravag- 
ec area sent out 50 relief parties to 
set up field dressing stations. 

Gov.-Gen, Kenji Nakagawa of 
Formosa announced 16,000,000 Yen 
(about $4,500,000) in Japanese 
government funds was available 
to aid the victims of one of the 
worst catastrophes in modern Ori- 
ental history. 

It was understood that Emperor 
Hirohito also was to make a dona- 
tion from the privy purse. 

Recurring after-shocks combin- 
ed with the outbreak of fires and 
the wailing of the injured and 
homeless converted the period fol- 
lowing the two main quakes into 
a nightmare of terror. 

Men, women and children wan- 
dered through the debris shouting 
the names of lost relatives. The 
correspondent for the Rengo (Jap- 
anese news agency) told of seeing 
long rows of injured persons lying 
on mats along a roadside scream- 
ing with pain. 

Barly official estimates placed 
the number of homeless at 250,000 
and the number of dwellings de- 
stroyed at 16,493. At least 20,000 
other structures were damaged. 

Most of the victims of the catas- 
trophe were of Chinese racial ori- 
gin, since Formosa was taken 
from China by Japan in the War 
of 1895. 

The destruction centered in a 
district approximately 40 miles in 
diameter, including scores of pop- 
ulous villages in Taichu and Shin- 
chiku provinces. 

TOKYO, April 22.—Representa- 
tives of the newspaper Ashah who 
reached Toyohara, the district of 
Formosa in the center of the earth- 
quake-stricken area, related har- 
rowing accounts today of loss of 
life and destruction of property. 

One of the Ashai men found the 
town of Naiho laid waste. 

“Bight hundred houses all crum- 
bled in the first shock,” he in- 
formed his newspaper. ‘“‘None was 
left standing. Of Naiho’s 5,000 
inhabitants at least 1,000 perished 
in the ruins; although at night- 
fall only 200 corpses had been re- 
covered. 

“There were too few able-bodied 
persons left to draw the victims 
from the debris. Cries frequently 
arose from the ruins showing liv- 
ing victims were imprisoned be- 
yond immediate help. There were 
poignant scenes of women and 
children lying upon the corpses 
of relatives and wailing. 

“Forty army doctors and nurses 
reached Naiho and worked un- 
ceasingly, but still many of the 
injured were not tended. Night 
found Naiho's thousands of home- 
less without a single tent, nothing 
te eat and little to drink. 

“Overcast skies and intermittent 
showers deepened the atmosphere 
of tragedy.” 

Another Ashehi staff man, who 
reacheed Koryu. in the Byoritsu 
plain, witnessed gimilar scenes of 
havoc and suffering. 

“Costly new motor roads be- 
tween Chiqunan and Koryu are 
ruined,” he reported. ‘Wide fis- 
sures are everywhere. Of Koryu’s 
8.6600 houses, not ten are left

CLEANLINESS — A visitor to 
the Farmers Training Camp south 
of Elba is at once impressed with 
the cleanliness and sanitary con- 
ditions that prevail throughout. 
The old Dan Knight place has been 
thoroughly renovated. The large 
trees in front of the old homestead 
have been whitewashed, under- 
brush and all kinds of accumulat- 
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ed rubbish cleaned up, A large 
number of army tents have been 
pitched in rerular army style and 
more are being installed. A large 
mess hall is under course of con- 
struction which will take the place 
of the tent now serving that pur- 
pose. A number of other build- 
ings will be built, it is said. There 
are now about 150 young married 
farmers, between the ages of 15 
and 25, in the camp, and the num- 
ber will be augmented in the near 
future until the number reaches 
800. They are selected from 25 
counties in South Alabama and 
will be given a six months course 
in scientific and practical agricul- 
ture, home-building, sanitation, 
éte., after which they will be giv- 
en an opportunity to buy 40- to 
60-acre farms on easy terms. It 
is thought they will be moved to 
the small farms purchased by the 
Federal Government from _ the 
Federal Land Bank of New Or- 
leans, about next October, in order 
that they may prepare for the 
1936 crop season. 

Each young farmer in the camp 
is receiving $20 per month, $15 of 
which goes to his wife and chil- 
dren back home. His board 
lodging are free. 
the young men, there is little room 
for doubting that most of them 
are well satisfied with what the 
Government is doing for them and 
are determined to make the most 
of the opportunity to become farm 
and home owners. As is always 
the case, when a large number of 


men are involved, a few have be-| 
dissastisfied | 


come homesick and 
and have returned home. But tak- 
en as a whole, the boys measure 
up considerably better than an 
average. 

The inmates of the camp 
under strict rules and regulations, 
fashioned after those obtaining in 


the army. Every minute of the 
day, from 5:30 in the morning, 


when the first call is sounded, un-| 


til the last call is sounded at 
night, is under schedule, with duly 
appointed officers to see that the 
rules are carried out. 

This is the first and only camp 
of the kind in the United States 
and is being watched carefully 
from all sections of the country. 
It the venture proves out as its 
sponsors predict, other camps will 
probably be established, with the 
object of getting the vast number 
of farms throughout the country 


; that have been foreclosed by the 
Federal and Bank into the hands) 


of small farmers. It is predicted 


that this movement is the fore-! 


runner of a revolution in farming 
methods, especially in the South. 
Its progress will be observed with 
much interest. Many visitors from 
various points are daily calling at 
the camp and it will undoubtedly 
become one of the most widely ad- 
vertised points of interest in the 
whole country.

J, C, Paul, 38, and Oscar Capers, 
26, are dead from the effects of 
dormant sulphuric acid gas fumes 
inhaled in one of the acid towers

Troy tertilizer manufactur 
and ten other workmen have 
received treatment at a local hos- 
pital for injuries received from the 
death-dealing fumes 

Those who are dead are negroes, 
as well as the ten others who were 
admitted to the hospital for treat- 
ment. Sunday four of the men in 
the hospital were considered in 
desperate condition, bul attaches 
at the institution stated Monday 
that they will probably recover, 
Paul and Capers died early Satur- 
day night and plant officials im- 
mediately had other workmen who 
had worked in the acid tower ad- 
mitted to the hospital for treat- 
ment and observation. Those ad- 
mitted to the hospital were: Willie 
Brown, James Wilkerson, John 
Will Leverette, Brudis McGrady, 
John Robinson, James Faison, J. P. 
Thomas, Henry West, Fred Cope- 
land and Richard Carlisle.

J. P. Ramage, superintendent of 
the plant, said that the huge tow- 
er in which the workmen had been 
had not been in use 
since last December and he was 
at a loss to understand how the 
gas remained in the shafts, which 
were being cleaned preparatory 
for making a “run.” 

‘It's a mystery to us, so far,” 
stated Mr. Ramage. “It evidently 
is some kind of gas we don't know 
about. It’s the first accident of 
this kind, although some workers 
were made sick by the fumes while 
cleaning the towers previously.” 

Mr. Ramage stated that workers 
were not allowed in the acid tower 
more than 15 minutes in order to 
guard against possible injury from 
the fumes. There was a crew of 
18 or 20 negroes working at the 
job of cleaning the towers Satur- 
day afternoon and all of them were 
apparently in good shape when 
they were paid off at quitting time. 
However, the two workers died 
early Saturday evening after 
reaching home from their day’s 
work.
